M: wife, Cristina, and I collect Texas- 
isms. I’m a Native and came to 
Austin like a lot of transplants via the 
University of Texas. Cristina is one of 
“those Californians,” but it was not for 
the usual tax-dodging reasons—I dragged 
her here, only barely with her permission. 
After she arrived, she started noticing 
some strange phraseology—and the obvi- 
ous mispronunciations of Spanish words. 
One day she came home from work to 
tell me about how her well-educated 
friend used the phrase “might could” in a 
sentence. When she asked her friend 
about this, her friend didn’t believe she 
actually said it! I told her I had never 
heard of such a thing, despite growing up 
in the state. Of course, I had been 
brought up in that cosmopolitan concrete 
jungle, Houston, and lived out of state 
for many years, so I might could have 
never heard it before. 

Now that it’s been brought to my 
attention, “might could” turns out to be 
way more common than I ever knew. 
That’s not an endorsement, I’m just 
sayin’. 

Another Texasism that has come into 
my life (which I do endorse) is the 
phrase, “’Joyed it!” This one was brought 
to me by my mother, who picked it up 
from country boy golfers who use the 
term after finishing the 18th Hole, shak- 
ing hands, taking off their hats, and say- 
ing their farewells. 

Since this is my farewell President's 
Message, I figured there was no better 
title than, “᾿]ογεά it!” 

If you have been following my column 
and the newsletter over the past year, you 


have seen our many articles about 
CodeNEXT, which caused deep concern 
for my fellow Allandale Neighborhood 
Association (ANA) board members and 
me because of its anticipated major nega- 
tive impacts on the neighborhood and the 
city. 

Im happy to say, in my final Presi- 
dent’s Message, CodeNEXT is dead. 

On August 1, Mayor Steve Adler wrote 
a letter on the City Council message 
board titled, “We Should Consider if We 
Need a New and Different Process to Fix 
our Land Development Code.” (https:// 
tinyurl.com/adler-codenix) In that mes- 
sage he said, “Change happens at the 
speed of trust. As a Council, city staff and 
community, we must restore trust in a 
process to revise our land development 
code, and that means we need a new and 
different, clear and concise path that can 
move us forward.” That was followed by 
message board posts from Councilmem- 
bers Kitchen, Flannigan, Casar, Garza, 
and Renteria, agreeing with the mayor. 
Councilmember Ora Houston tweeted, 
“The fact the code rewrite was coming off 
the rails is not a new revelation. Between 
the first and second draft, community 
members from both sides of the issue 
were expressing concerns that the public 
engagement did not respond to or consid- 
er their input.” 

Our councilmember, Leslie Pool, has 
long been critical of CodeNEXT and was 
supportive of the citizen-initiated ballot 
initiative to require comprehensive land 
development code rewrites like 
CodeNEXT to be approved by a public 
vote. Despite the fact that over 31,000 
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Austinites signed the petition—including 
many in Allandale—the City Council 
voted 6-4 not to put the petition on the 
November ballot. Mayor Adler voted 
against it going on the ballot as well. 
However, they also voted to put the peti- 
tion on the ballot if a state judge ordered 
them to do so. That occurred on July 16, 
when District Judge Orlinda Naranjo 
“ruled it was premature for the City 
Council to prevent Austin residents from 
voting on the petition ordinance,” accord- 
ing to the Austin American-Statesman. 

A third victory occurred in July after 
members of the ANA Board met with

Councilmember Pool, city staff, and rep- 
resentatives from Shoal Creek Conservan- 
cy (SCC) about SCC’s draft proposal to 
put a two-lane protected bike lane on 
Shoal Creek between 38th Street and Fos- 
ter Lane.

Allandale Outside: 
Hyacinth Bean at the 
Toybrary

have been teaching preschool gardening 

at the Toybrary, 2001 Justin Lane, for a 
year and a half. I was sad to have my last 
day with the students, children and par- 
ents. There have been days when it has 
been so hot no one wanted to be outside 
and also days that were so cold that no 
one wanted to be outside. It was so won- 
derful to open the door and hear the kids 
yell, “Ms. Faye is here!” It is great to be 
doing something so connected with the 
seasons and the weather and with such 
sweet little children and parents. Each 
week we would eat, plant a plant or a 
seed, do a craft, sing a song and/or read 
about a topic based on local food or gar- 
dening. I learned so much about what 
was interesting to little kids. 

Some of it was surprising! They 
wouldn't even try a dried fig because it 
looked too weird, but a fig cookie might 
be ok. It is important to show children 
that there are so many different types of 
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foods out in the world to try. One two- 
year-old girl was so enamored with the 
pickled okra one week that I needed to 
hide the jar. As watering your plants 
deeply is necessary, watering the garden 
quickly became a class highlight. These 
kids learned this without needing a les- 
son. They did need direction in making 
sure all of the garden gets watered or we 
would end up with a big puddle in the 


front that might wash the seeds away. Ms. 


Andrea will be taking over the gardening 
class. Please check the Toybrary website 
for times and dates. 

We had many great successes including 
the hyacinth bean, also known as the Jef- 
ferson Bean because it was grown at his 
home in Monticello. Hyacinth beans are 
super easy to grow from seed. We had six 
volunteer plants come up at the Toybrary 
this spring. The leaves of the plant are a 
dark green with a pretty point while the 
tendrils and stalks have a purple hint to 
them. The flowers are a lovely purple and 
are just gorgeous when they are cascading 
down together. Last year we were able to 
break open loads of the pods and put 
them in envelopes for the kids and par- 
ents to take home. I have this vision of 


many more tendrils of hyacinth bean 
plants and their brilliant flowers peeking 
over fences around Allandale and Brent- 
wood. It is a beautifully striking plant and 
the flowers are edible. The beans are poi- 
sonous to eat fresh but can be eaten after 
being boiled three times and the water 
discarded twice. That made me a little 
wary to try them. However, I have tried 
the flowers and they taste a little like 
green beans and would be colorful addi- 
tion to any salad. 

Get ready for the fall vegetable growing 
season! It is one of the best times to grow 
and harvest in Central Texas! Not much 
goes on in August plant-wise just do your 
best to keep your gardens alive.

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BUG OFF! Head Lice

ead lice can become a problem 

brought home from summer camp 
or during the school year. These insects 
are small, tan to gray, and wingless. Eggs, 
also called nits, are glued to the hair shaft 
near the scalp. Nits are dark in color until 
they have hatched and turn white. It takes 
seven to 11 days for eggs to hatch. 
Females lay three to five eggs each day 
and live from seven to 10 days. 

Head lice reside on the hairy part of 
the head. If they drop off, they only live 
for about two days. They are incapable of 
surviving on pets and are not known to 
transmit any diseases from person to per- 
son. 

Several states, including Texas, now 
have what are being called “super lice.” 
Essentially these lice are resistant to pesti- 
cides commonly found in over the coun- 
ter lice treatments. If you are using an 
over the counter treatment for lice and 
they are not dying, then you need to see a 


physician. Doctors are able to prescribe 
other treatments that can kill the lice. 


To manage lice: 

1. Use an effective treatment. Head 
lice shampoos contain insecticides, 
so they must be used properly and 
with care. Wash the infested per- 
son’s hair in a sink or basin so 
insecticide does not come into 
contact with other parts of the 
body. The person shampooing 
should wear rubber gloves. Do 
NOT use off label products such 
as flea and tick shampoo, other 
insecticides, or gasoline. Only treat 
the infested person(s), but check 
everyone in the household. 

2. Hair combing is an extremely 
important step in controlling head 
lice. Shampoos may not kill all 
eggs, so thorough combing can 
help remove eggs from the hair

shaft. Wet hair and use a special 
metal louse comb to comb through 
small sections of hair. Remove 
debris from the comb with a tissue 
and place it in a plastic bag that 
can be sealed and disposed of 
when you are finished combing 
through all hair. Hair should be 
combed daily until no more lice or 
nits are found. 
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3. Clothing and bedding of the 
infested person should be washed 
in hort, soapy water at the same 
time as the treatment. If items can- 
not be washed, try dry cleaning. 
For items that cannot be laun- 
dered, place them in a sealed plas- 
tic bag in the freezer for at least 24 
hours. 

4. Irs important to contact anyone 
your child has had close contact 
with to let them know of the head 
lice infestation. This can help 
everyone manage the problem at 
the same time so there is less 
chance of reinfestation occurring.

Allandale Eating - A Field of Hoppy Dreams in the 


78758 Beer District

O" of the joys of living in Austin for 
the past 30 years has been seeing 
local restaurants develop into the interna- 
tionally-recognized scene-cuisine it is 
today. The same can be said for the 
micro-brew scene where people come 
from all over to sip our suds. When we 
first moved to Austin, it was just Bud 
Light and Shiner Bock. In 1992, Celis 
appeared and then, suddenly, with a sub- 
tle change in statute, brewpubs hopped 
onto the scene, first with Waterloo Brew- 
ing Company (the first post-prohibition 
brewpub in Texas) followed by Bitter End 
Bistro and Brewery and Cooper Tank 
Brewing Company. 

These days, there are 31 breweries and 
brewpubs in Austin with more on the 


way. Just up the road from Allandale, in 
the 78758 warehouse district near Burnet 
and Rutland (known among those in the 
know as “The Beer District”) are six 
breweries (with a seventh on the way) and 
a cidery, all of which are open to the pub- 
lic for flights and pints (and maybe a 
tour). 

If you took the bus (or had a reliable 
designated driver), you could theoretically 
visit all of these breweries on foot over the 
course of a day. In fact, it’s not unusual to 
see pint zombies wandering Braker, Bur- 
net, Metric, and Rutland groaning 
“Hops... HOPS...” Because of my selfless 
personality and willingness to sacrifice for 
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the greater good of you, my dear neigh- 
bors, I visited each of these places (thank- 
fully not all on the same day). All of these 
breweries offer tasting flights of in-the- 
store wares and creative brewery-only 
brews. In alphabetical order, my thoughts 
are below. 


4th Tap Brewing Cooperative (10615 
Metric Boulevard) 

When 4th Tap, a worker-owned brew- 
ery, first opened, they had three mainstay 
beers with the 4th tap reserved for rotat- 
ing seasonals. Today, 4th Tap has 10 taps 
with three core beers (+2 Vitality [blonde 
with cardamom], Can You Dig It? 
[Amber Ale], and Kung Fu Robot [citra 
and mosaic IPA]) plus an additional seven 
orbitals (beers that come and go). The 
Sun Eater (rosemary gruit + strawberries) 
was so refreshing, we immediately went 
to the store to buy a few six packs. A few 
others we tried and enjoyed were Crystal 
Lake (chamomile ale), Hastur’s Best 
(saison), and a Zephyr (American Pale 
Ale). The 4th Tap offers indoor condi- 
tioned and outdoor covered seating, 
although the western sun can be brutal. 
The tasting room has a small stage and 
video games and, in the back of the brew- 
ery, a regulation-sized boxing ring for spe- 
cial events (with emphasis on “special”). A 
food trailer has been out front every time 
we've been there. Ten dollars for a flight 
of five five-ounce tasters. 


Adelberts (2314 Rutland Drive) 
Cringes of cringes (among certain 
boozy circles), I am not big on hop-for- 
ward beers. If I wanted to nuke my taste- 
buds with puckering bitterness, Id lick 
rancid lemon juice off an asphalt parking 


lot. Here is where Adelberts (uh-dell- 
berts; named in tribute to the founder's 
world-traveling brother) is a godsend 
since most of their beers are not hopped 
up. Berts sports a small tasting room 
among a number of barrel-aged beers 
(drinkers tip: if you see “barrel-aged” in 
the description, try it!). There’s also limit- 
ed outdoor seating and often a food 
truck. Adelberts serves up large, eight- 
ounce pours in their flights at $14.09 for 
six samples and a keepsake glass (and tour 
if you're there at the right time). We 
enjoyed a Hibiscus Saison, a Barrel of 
Love (whiskey-barrel aged quad), and sea- 
sonal Cherry Chocolate Sour. 


Austin Beerworks (3001 Industrial 
Terrace) 

These folks are funky and fun, and that 
vibe delightfully carries over to their 
brewery and brews. It may have been the 
buzz I was riding from the previous brew- 
ery, but I had the most fun in this bright 
and cheery spot. AB has 11 beers on tap 
that include their four cores, a couple sea- 
sonals, and five creative-as-hell exclusives. 
We focused our flight mostly on the 
exclusives, which were mostly sours: 
Watermelon and Mint Finkle, Pomegran- 
ate Blood Orange Finkle, Cherry Finkle, 
and, for grins, a Spud Light (a premium 
potato lager). What is a finkle, you ask? 
Let’s ask Ace Ventura: “Einhorn is Fin- 
kle... Finkle is Einhorn!” Austin Beer- 
works has a large AC‘d interior as well as 
a large shaded outdoor space. Four five- 
ounce tasters will set you back $10. 


Celis Brewery (10001 Metric 
Boulevard) 
Pierre Celis started brewing beers in

goodness. 


the 1960s in his hometown in Belgium 
where he is credited for single-handedly 
bringing back witbier. Wanting to expand 
his brewing empire to the United States, 
he packed his yeast strain in his sock and 
flew to Austin in 1992. Later that year he 
opened Austin’s first craft brewery, a 
brewery that quickly garnered national 
attention. Sadly, the brewery struggled 
and closed at the end of 2000 after Miller 
Brewing Company bought it. Michigan 
Brewing Company subsequently bought 
the Celis name and recipes and brewed 
Celis beers until its own closing in 2012. 
Pierre died in 2011, but his daughter 
Christine, who stayed in Austin, re- 
acquired the name and restarted the 
brewery in 2017, exactly 25 years after 
the Austin brewery first opened. Even 
better, the brewer, Daytona Camps, is 
Christine’s daughter and Pierre’s grand-

he big news in foodland is the closing 

of The Frisco Shop, the storied Allan- 
dale eatery open for 65 years as part of 
the fabled Night Hawk chain. Named 
after the Night Hawk’s most popular 
burger, the more informal Frisco opened 
in 1953 at Burnet and Koenig and was 
among the first restaurants in Austin to 
desegregate in 1959, five years before the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964. Pll miss enjoy- 
ing their hearty breakfasts at the front 
counter near the delightful greeter, Darrel 
Webber. If you need to bite into memo- 
ries, Night Hawk Frozen Foods, now run 
out of Buda, still lives on. 

Ramen Tatsu-Ya’s space next to Tacode- 
li has folks a-buzz over what might go in 
there. The Tatsu-Ya twins, Takuyo Matsu- 
moto and Tatsu Aikawa, have mixed 
things up with their recent openings with 
twists on their original ramen restaurant. 
The TBC license application refers to Dip 
Dip Dip Tatsu-Ya, perhaps suggesting a 
shabu shabu dipping-noodles joint. Work 
is progressing on the new space, but 
there’s no news of when Dip Dip Dip will 
open. My chopsticks and dippers (they 
are thin, so they are skinny dippers) are at 
the ready...

Pm not exactly 
sure what Moon Milk is, but it has seven 
secret ingredients and, according to the 
barista, makes your coffee taste like a 
vanilla shake. Since I don’t typically add 
sugar to my Joe, I can’t say I loved it, but 
it was worth a try (and something you 
sweet toothers might enjoy). My 
unmooned latte was smooth and delicious 
with, perhaps by suggestion or reality, a 
hint of brisket-bark smokiness. The space 
is bright, cheery, and hip with an enor- 
mous fireplace out front that shocks this 
month but will be welcome come Janu- 
ary. Summer Moon offers the usual sus- 
pects from a coffee shop but also sports 
breakfast tacos ‘till 11:00 a.m. (or until 
gone), croissants, muffins, and Danishes.

ince the writing of the June Neigh- 

borhood Watch article the Allandale 
Neighborhood Associations Safety Com- 
mittee has monitored crime statistics and 
the list-serv, painted over graffiti, helped 
with neighborhood issues, and attended a 
meeting with the city about Burnet Road. 

By the time the October newsletter hits 

doorsteps National Night Out parties will 
have already occurred. 


Crime stats: 

There were no burglary of residences 
(BORs) in June and only one in July- at 
Northloop Apartments (2300 North- 
loop). There was also an attempted bur- 
glary at Austin Midtown Apartments 
(2819 Foster Lane) in July. 

I called Northloop Apartments and 
spoke with property manager Shonda 
Thompson, who explained that the apart- 
ment complex, which is owned by the 
Housing Authority of the City of Austin

and populated by many elderly residents 
and residents for whom mental health is 
an issue , has an APD Neighborhood 
Watch program called Apartment Resi- 
dents on Watch (AROW). APD Officer 
Paula Aguilar meets with floor captains 
one to two times month, and they also 
have off duty officers who come after 
hours. 

The manager at Austin Midtown 
Apartments said they have an officer who 
lives on site and patrols the property, and 
they dont need a Neighborhood Watch 
program. 

There was one Burglary of Vehicle 
(BOV) and one attempted BOV in June, 
and four in July. The one in June and one 
of the July incidents occurred at North- 
west Park, and are a reminder to always 
lock our cars and hide our valuables when 
we are enjoying the park and pool. 

The attempted one in June was at the 
apartments on Lawnmont, as was one of 
the July BOVs. The other in July was at 
the Austin Midtown Apartments. 

There was a robbery by assault in June 
at Walmart, and when I asked the investi- 
gator on the case she said she couldn't 
give details, but that a robbery by assault 
at a store usually means there was contact 
between a loss prevention specialist and 
someone attempting to shoplift. There 
wasn't much of an altercation or it would 
have been called robbery by aggravated 
assault. A robbery by assault also occurred 
in the 4000 block of Shoal Creek Boule- 
vard, in which credit cards, money, and a 
cell phone were stolen, but I did not get 
more details on that case. 

There was another credit card skimming 
incident July 24 at the 7-11/Exxon at 
7844 Burnet Road, so I suggest any time 
you get gas there you go inside to pay. 


List-serv: 

Discussions on the list-serv related to 
crime and safety since the beginning of 
June included: 
= Lots of back and forth about the Shoal 

Creek Conservancy’s proposal to limit 

parking to one side of the street on 

SCB in hopes of creating safer cycling. 

Some on the list-serv were skeptical of 

biking in general, and fearful of more 

safety issues if proposed changes are 
made.

remember meeting Austin Doerr at 

Gullett in the midst of me planning my 
first Fall Carnival. He was friendly, help- 
ful and generous in a sincere and genuine 
way that has been consistent of him, his 
mom and dad, and daughter, in the seven 
years I’ve known their family.

Linda and her hus- 
band, Ted, had a similar store for eight 
years on South Congress, but as soon as

it was time for them to move north to 


their neighborhood. Out of the Past Col- 


lectibles has been on Burnet Road since 
June 1997, and the Bransons and Doerrs 
are our neighbors too. 

This family is exceedingly generous, 
from donating goodies, as well as volun- 
teering at Gullett, to sponsoring NWA 
kickball teams, to supporting the local 
music scene with donations, events, even 
booking bands. Ted is a DJ on KOOP 
radio and supports their community proj- 
ects. Within the jam packed walls of the 
store is a music lovers’ treasure hunt. Yes, 
CDs and cassettes, but also endless vinyl. 
Vintage all the way back to some of the 
first records cut, as well as one-of-a-kind 
kitschy album covers. There are also band 
and tour posters. 

Beyond music posters are all sorts of 
prints, signs, art, including old Austin 
vintage.

She believed it should 
always be both, always buying and selling, 
and thus the store was born. 

This is Keep Austin Weird IRL (In 
Real Life). Out of the Past Collectibles is 
a neighborhood business, and the Bran- 
sons are our neighbors. Like any other 
business on Burnet Road that has been 
around more than the past few years, it is 
a struggle. Rent prices have doubled in 
the last 22 years and are likely going up 
again. 

All of us can do our part to help keep 
what’s unique about Burnet Road right in 
Allandale by supporting stores like Out of 
the Past. From my visit for this story, 
what did I walk out with? Though I was 
tempted by the vintage Charlie’ Angels 
lunch box, I scored an awesome Maneki-

paw (Interestingly, it is actually Japanese!) 
When I asked Linda how much, she said 
$3, and wouldn't take the $5 I offered 
without giving me change.

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Changes Coming to Shoal Creek 
Boulevard - Not So Fast

|" many of you, I was surprised when I We all owe a big 
reviewed the Shoal Creek Trail Vison to 

Action Plan by the Shoal Creek Conservancy 
(SCC) on June 29. I was not surprised by the 
release of the plan. After all, the ANA hosted the 
SCC at our monthly meeting in December Pool for giving 
2017. At that meeting, our neighbors and the 

ANA Board were clear about our opposition to us more time to 
the proposal, and we believed we secured a com- 
mitment by the SCC to work with our Associa- 
tion and neighbors on the plan going forward. I 
was, however, surprised by the apparent disre- 
gard of the concerns expressed by Allandale resi- 
dents regarding the redesign of Shoal Creek Boulevard (SCB). 

In case you have not seen the plan, please review it here https:// 
shoalcreekconservancy.org/trailplanrelease. But to save you a few 
minutes and clicks, the plan proposes to transform the Shoal Creek 
Trail from Lady Bird Lake to the Domain, including a redesign of 
Shoal Creek Boulevard (SCB) from 38th Street to Highway 183. 
The plan proposes to shift vehicle traffic on SCB, eliminate street 
parking on the west side, shift all street parking to the east side, 
install a separated two-way bike-only path on the west side, and 
widen sidewalks up to twelve feet where appropriate. 

As mentioned, representatives from the SCC presented many of the 
aspects of this plan to the neighborhood in December. At that meet- 
ing, many neighbors objected to the redesign of SCB. We explained 
how we live with SCB everyday while many users of the roadway only 
use it to bypass MoPac or as a training route on their regular bike 
rides. Unfortunately, those concerns were mostly ignored. 

Fortunately for Allandale, however, Councilwoman Leslie Pool 
invited all parties to a meeting to discuss the 
plan. At that meeting, representatives of the ANA

Update on Burnet Road Corridor Plan

he Burnet Road Corridor Improve- 

ment Plan (the Plan) has been fund- 
ed. That means early planning for chang- 
es to Burnet Road is underway. The city 
has tentatively scheduled a meeting for 
September 6, 2018, at Lamar Middle 
School, to discuss the Plan. Keep a watch 
out for signage about the meeting. You 
may also begin to notice city field crews 
doing survey work for trees, topography, 
boundaries, and geotechnical borings. 

The portion of Burnet that most affects 
Allandale runs 1.5 miles from Koenig 
Lane north to Anderson Lane. There are 
approximately 197 business establish- 
ments along the route on 79 lots. A 
number of the lots are small, some being 
less than 10,000 sq. ft. Of the lots, 28 
lots have multiple curb cuts to facilitate 
customer traffic. 

Small businesses and the Allandale 
Neighborhood Association (ANA) have 
met with the City to go over issues of 
importance. On May 9, the ANA Execu- 
tive Committee passed a resolution 
expressing its concerns about the Plan, 
which was sent to the city. It can be found 
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at: https://tinyurl.com/ANA-BurnetRd. 

Some of the ANA’s and small business’ 

concerns include: 

1. Raised medians down the entire 
length from Koenig to Anderson 
Lane: Businesses are concerned 
about medians that cut off custom- 
ers turning left. Economic studies 
show that the businesses most 
affected by medians are those: with 
a single location, in the middle of 
the block, lack quality of access 
management, are small retail, ser- 
vice stations, or fast food places. 
Reduced curb cuts into businesses 
are also a concern. Again, this issue 
has an impact on ease of use by 
customers. 

2. Bicycle lanes out of the roadway 
and onto an 8’ sidewalk: Putting 
the bicyclists on a sidewalk out of 
the main roadway is plus for the 
safety of the bicyclists. 

3. Signalization: This relates to tim- 
ing of turns and pacing of traffic. 

4. Lane widths: A reduction from 12’ 
το 11-10 is being studied. 
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5. Additional pedestrian crossings: 
These would require a study to 
determine if they are merited based 
on pedestrian use. 

6. Traffic in the neighborhood: Medi- 
ans without U-turns create a need 
for customers to circle the block or 
reroute through the neighborhood 
to come in upstream of the busi- 
ness they want to pull into. 


Your job in all this is to attend the 
meetings and learn some of the specifics 
of design proposed by the City and ascer- 
tain their impacts on you, the way you 
shop and drive, the business and schools 
that will be impacted, and people who 
will use the road. Your input is critical. 
It is fair to say that Burnet could well be 
the template for other corridors. The 
hope is that new ideas can be brought 
forward to make Burnet unique in the 
way it handles traffic, shoppers, pedestri- 
ans, cyclists, and other aspects of a road 
that contributes to a safe and viable com- 
munity. 36
